Weighs Canadian Outlook 


Bank Of Montreal Says Other Items 
Will Offset Small Wheat Crop 
Canadian prosperity will not be 

affected by the failure of the wheat 

crop this year because of numerous 


favorable features in the commer- 
cial field at large, according to a 
business summary issued by the 


Bank of Montreal. The report esti- 
mates the wheat crop at 300,000,000 
bushels, with a possibility that it may 
not reach this figure, which will be 
the smallest crop of wheat in Canada 
since 1924, when the yield amounted 
to 262,097,000 bushels, The report 
says: 

“In the five years elapsed since the 
partial crop failure of 1924, a large

Canada To Establish | 
Prison For Juveniles 


Money Voted For Institution Says 
General Hughes 
Establishment of a penal institu- 


tion for young people not hardened | 


in the ways of crime will be brought 
about within two years, in the opin- 
fon of Gen. St. Pierre Hughes, in- 
spector of Canadian penal institu- 
tions. 

Although the matter has been dor- 
mant since it was first brought up 
in 1895, the Dominion Government 
has now appropriated money for the 
establishment of the juveniles, re- 
formatory or penitentiary, and the 
institution will be established some- 
where near Kingston, Gen. Hughes 
believes. Young people who must be 
punished will, through this new in- 
stitution, be segregated from older 
and more hardened criminals, in- 
stead of being thrown amongst them 
as is done under present conditions.
